We are told 
by representatives of the fifth ward 
that all they are asking is that the 
bond funds provide sites and por- 
tables and that they will be satisfied.

Can you imagine any group being 
satisfied with portables? When the 
Haygood-State merger site was pur- 
chased, and it is a matter of record 
on minutes of the Atlanta bond com- 
mission, a member of council told 
Will Hancock and William A. Ver- 
noy, a member of the bond commis- 
sion, that he was to make $7,000 on 
the deal and that the proposal to buy 
that certain tract must pass.” 
Couch Is Named. 

On insistence by Alderman Mur- 
phy, Dr. Eubanks named Mr. Couch 
as the official who was to get the 
money.

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Marshal Foch 
Gets Rebuke 
For Loquacity 


Painleve, French War Min- 
ister, Orders “No Politics” 
for Any Soldier. 


Paris, March 12.—(/)—Marshal 
Foch, a sort of demigod in France, 
is supposed to have been discreetly 
called to order by the minister of war 
for talking politics and talking them 
too much. This interpretation is put 
on a recent order by Paul Painleve, 
formally forbidding the military “of 
whatever degree of the hierarchy” 
from “taking part in any political 
manifestations, of whatever form.” 

Marshal Foch is not a free talker, 
but when he does speak he says what 
he has on his mind. Communist and 
other extreme left members of the 
parliament, have protested against 
the tone of some of his speeches at 


public cerewonies to which he was 
detailed by the government. Usually, 
they have been offended when the 
great soldier makes caustic comments 
on communist: enterprises, but ,scant 
attention ever has been’ given by 
newspapers to such attacks. 


N.C. GHAIN STORE 
TAX HELD INVALID 


Superior Court Judge 
Orders $24,000 Refund- 
ed; Decision Will Go to 
Supreme Court. 


Raleigh, N. C.,- Mareh 12.—()— 
An act of the last legislature levying 
a special license tax of $50 each on 
stores in a chain of-six or more op- 
erated in the state was held unconsti- 
tutional by Judge. H,. Cramner ‘in 
Wake county superior court here to- 
day in a decision ordering the state 
revenue commission to refund $24,000 
collected in such taxes. 

The ruling, delivered orally by the 
court with the assertion that a written 
opinion would be banded down later, 
was made in a case brought by vari- 
ous chain store concerns questioning 
the validity of the law on grounds that 
it was “class legislation, discrimina- 
tory and unwarranted,” and as such 
violated the federal and state consti- 
tutions. 

470 Stores Join in Suit. 

Four hundred and seventy stores 

joined in the suit, including the At- 


ders, Woolworths and -Piggly-Wiggly. 
Under an agreement between both 
sides, the superior, court's ruling will 
be appealed to fhe state supreme court 
for a further test of the law. 

Counsel for the chain stores also 
contended that the revenue act failed 
to define such stores and declared that 
the operators would have made no 
protest had a general tax been assessed 
against all merchants. Attorneys said 
approximately $200,000 in last year's 
taxes was involved in the suit, but 
owing to action recently of a group of 
operators payment of all but $24,000, 
which was made under protest, had 
been held up. 

Judge Cranmer found on evidence 
presented that while the plaintiffs 
operated six or more stores under the 
same management, supervision and 
ownership, other persons or firms en- 
gaged in similar business were not 
required to pay the special tax. 

oods Not Limited. 

Ruling on the question of whether 
there was any ground for differentia- 
tion in taxation between the “chain 
stores” and “single unit” stores, the 
judge held that none of the goods 
sold by the plaintiffs was limited to 
the plaintiffs.

FRENZIED TRADING 
SETS NEW RECORD 
FOR WALL STREET 


Both in Number of Shares 
and Height of Quota- 
tions Stocks Eclipse 
Former Performances. 


New York, March 12.—(/)—Trad- 
ing on the New York stock exchange 
today broke all records for a single 
day’s volume. The average price of 
20 leading industria] shares compiled 
by» the Associated Press created a 
new high level for all time, while the 


‘common stock of Radio Corporation 


soared $18 a share to a new top at 
$138.50 in what to all appearances 
was a “technical corner” in that issue. 
The day’s sales totaled 38,909,100 
shares, contrasting with the previous 
record of 3,785,700 shares in the dis- 
astrous break of March 3, 1926. 
Speculation in today’s stock market 
was on a much broader scale than the 
wild markets of last week, but the 
bulk of the day’s activity was again 
centered in about a dozen issues. The 
day's appreciation in the quoted val- 
ues. of all securities probably ran 
close to a billion dollars, the rise in 
Radio alone adding more than $20,- 
000,000 to the market value of the 
1,155,400 shares outstanding. An 


even larger gain is shown in the 
quoted value of the 7,116,235 shares 
outstanding of United States Steel 
common, which advanced more than 
$3 a share today. 

Although the rapid advance of 
$26.12 1-2 in Radio last week had sent 
many “shorts” seurrying to cover, 
others were found to take their places 
at the higher levels on the theory 
that the stock, which pays no divi- 
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dends and earned slightly more than 
$fi a share last year, was selling too 
high.

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HOUSE CHANGES 
RADIO ALLOTMENT 


Broadcasting Station Per- 
mits Must Be Issued on 
Basis of Population 
Amendment Decrees. 


Washington, March 12.—(4#)— With 
an amendment proposing a drastic 
change in the existing broadcasting 
system—an aqual distribution of sta- 
tions among the‘states and territories 
upon the basis of population—the 
house passed a senate bill today to ex- 
tend for one year the life of the feder- 
al radio commission. 

The measure now must go back to 
the senate for consideration of the 
house revision. Under its present 
grant the commission will cease to 
exist Thursday. 

Just before final passage, the 
house approved the amendment by a 
vute of 256 to 133. This vote found 
the membership split in a genera] 
way along “country” and “city” lines, 
the former supporting the proposal 
to distribute stations according to 
population. 

For two days a stormy debate has 
been waged over the amendment and 


the final vote today was preceded by 
an unsuccessful effort of opponents 
to eliminate the proposal on the 
ground that it raised an issue not 
covered by the _ bill’s’ enacting 
na of the commission's 
ife. 

Representative Chindblom, repub- 
lican, presiding, sustained this conten- 
tion but an appeal from his decision 
immediately was noted by Crisp, a

HICKMAN RECEIVES 
SENTENCE OF LIFE 
FOR TOMS MURDER 


Los Angeles, March 12.—()—A 
sentence of life imprisonment for the 
murder of C. Ivy Toms, druggist, to- 
day was passed on William Edward 
Hickman, already under death sen- 
tence for the slaying of Marian Park-

Welby Hunt, Hickman’s 17-year-old 
accomplice, will be sentenced tomor- 
row. 

In éach case the’ verdict was guilty 
of murder, with a recommendation of 
imprisonment for life. Hunt, being 
under the legal age for confinement 
in a penitentiary, will be held in a 
reformatory for a_ time. Later he 
will be resentenced and sent to San 
Quentin prison. 

County jail officials said Hickman 
probably would be removed to the pris- 
on Friday. 

The death sentence which Hickman 
received for the Parker crime will 
bring him to the gallows April 27 un- 
less a lega) :tay is obtained in the 
meantime. His attorney, Jerome 
Walsh, has stated that he will. carry 
Hickman’s case to the supreme court 
of the United States to test the new 
California law governing a plea of 
insanity.

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GEORGIA'S PEACH 
GRUP NOW FACING. 
BiG CURTAILMENT 


Material Reduction, Pos- 
sibly 50; Per, Cent, Is 
Seen Unless Freight 
Rates Are Revised. 


Georgia's peach crop, which last 
year had a value of $8,023,000, will 
be materially reduced, possibly to the 
extent of 50 per cent, this year unless 
growers can obtain relief from “exor- 
bitant” freight rates, W. C. Bewley, 
manager of the Georgia Peach Grow- 
ers’ exchange in Macon, told The 
Constitution in an exelusive interview 
Monday. | 

“Since the harvest of 1927,” Mr. 
Bewley said, “around a million trees 
have been cut down or uprooted in 
the Fort Valley section and this fac- 
tor alone will result in considerable 
decrease in production. 

“Another factor which will cut 
production to an even greater extent 
is that. growers .will not devote the 
time and attention to peach crops this 
year that they have in the past since 
it is a losing business and they stand 
no chance of making even a return on 
their investment. 

Profit to Railroad. 
“The condition to whieh freight 


rates of too heavy a nature have 
brought the growers is indicated in 
this example. A car of peaches worth 
about $700 at a marketing center, 
say New York. will have tacked to it 
for delivery $328 freight charges, 
making it so that the railroad: will 
get about half of the total value 
of the peaches for hauling them, leay- 
ing the grower to bear the cost of all 
the other phases of pfoduction and 
marketing op what he can get out of 
the other half of the value.”

“LEASE OF SHOALS 


Georgia Senator Advo- 
cates Government Oper- 
ation as Sword Over 
Heads of Power Interests

Washington, * March  12.—Senator 
Walter F. George speaking on the 
Norris resolution providing for gov- 
ernment operation and control of 
Muscle Shoals, outlined in the sen- 
ate today his reasons for opposing the 
bid of the American Cyanamid com- 
pany. 

“I oppose government ownership 
and operation of business - property 
classed as private business,” Senator 
George told the senate. “I regard 
the generation and_ distribution of 
electric power and the making of fer- 
tilizer and fertilizer materials as pri- 
vate business. Muscles Shoals is an 
exceptional instance. 

“The government acquired this 
property for a necessary purpose of 
government—the common defense of, 
the country in war,” he continued 
“The government should own the pow- 
er plant and property at Muscle 
Shoals. It should operate it, We 
should not allow it to pass into pri- 
vate hands to swell private profits. 

“At this time there are two impera- 
tive reasons, especially, why the gov- 
ernment should retain not merely 
ownership but complete possession 
and control of this property. First, 
American agriculture is in the last 
ditch and has been for several years. 
Commercial fertilizers—when  artifi- 
cial fertilizers are required—conrsti- 
tute a land tax equal practically to 
the fair rental value of the land it- 
self. No private company has offer- 
ed to. or will in fact reduce mater- 
ially the cost of fertilizer to the farm- 
er. All have proposed to make and 
sell fertilizers at cost plus 8 per cent 
profit, but all have had an eye «‘aigle 
to the great profits on the use or*‘gale 
of electric power over and beyond. the 
amount necessary for manufacturing 
fertilizxer.. 

“Whether Senator Norris is correct 
in his conclusions, actual operation 
by the government will demonstrate, 
and if we can make fertilizer at a 
cost below present and general prices 
the Norris resolution will give to the 
farmer more fertilizer than the Cy- 
anamid bill—far more. Our prom- 
ise to use Muscle Shoals for the ben- 
efit of the farmer should be made

Annual Georgia 


War on Weevil 
Put Under Way 
| 


The spring fight to control the boll 
weevil in Georgia has been started 
by the state board of entomology and 
the weevil nas begun its annual spring 
emergence, according to an announce- 
ment made Monday by E. Lee Wor- 
shaw, state entomologist. 

Mr. Worsham stated that weevils 
kept in hibernation for the winter 
at the state entomological station in 
Albany have already started their 
exodus from winter quarters—out 
seeking what they may devour, The 
number surviving the recent cold 
weather in the experimental weevil 
colony was small, the entomologist said, 
but a small crop of survivors can do 
a great deal of damage, he pointed 
out. 

A number of the bugs were placed 
within cages at the Albany station, 
it was explained, an effort being made 
to reproduce as nearly as possible 
the natural conditions that would greet 
the pests were they in their native 
fields and woods. Thus the num- 
ber of emerging weevils may be re 
garded as a fair index as to how the 
pest generally have survived the 
rigors of winter. 

A special pamphlet dealing with 
methods of wevil contro] was recent- 
ly distributed all over the state by 
the department of entomology, Mr 
Worsham said, adding that two simi- 
lar Jeaflets had been published lately 
on the culture and fertilization of pe- 
cans, as well as one dealing with dis- 
eases of pecans. 

In order to aid the farmers of the 
state in their unrelenting war upon 
destructive insect life, Mr. Worsham 
said, the department has recently add- 
ed two new specialists. J. B. Gill, 
formerly with the United States bu- 
reau of entomology, has been employed 
to study insects attacking Georgia’s 
pecans, beiug assigned to the station 
at Albany. Backed by 12 years’ 
experience in his chosen line of work, 
Mr. Gill is regarded as one of the 
outstanding experts in the country in 
the study of pecan insects, said Mr. 
Worsham. 

J. M. Molloy, Macon, formerly with 
the state department of entomology. 
has been secured to undertake special 
work among peach growers of the 
state, it was explained, It is planned 
for him to visit the growers, make 
a study of their problems, and ad- 
vise them concerning the proper care 
of orchards. .

A CABBAGE A DAY KEEPS THE 
DENTIST AWAY. 

This is no whimsy. I mean it. 

Not that I would favor idleness for 

all our dentists. Everybody who 


wants to keep his teeth long and: 


strong must have the teeth looked 


over, polished and if necessary re 
paired, regularly, at least twice a 
year. This is an _ inflexible rule 
forced upon us by the unwholesome 
effect of civilization, and it doesn’t 
matter the merest. whit whteher one 
uses tooth brush or not. 

Of course, a cabbage a day is a 
large order for one perso, but did 1 
Say one person must eat it? No. 
think it would serve almost any fam- 
ily, at least. any modern American 
family, But I must. explain just 
why I dote on cabbage as.a preserver 
of the teeth. I don’t want anyone 
to suspect that I am subsidized by the 
American Cabbage Growers’ league. 
Never in all my long years of loyal 
service to the cabbage industry has 
anybody presented me with so much 
as a sample of cold slaw. But just 
the same I maintain that there is 
nothing under the sun more likely to 
keep the dentist away than cabbage. 
Raw, cooked or even fermented—but 
let us leave the kraut question. out 
of this; after several encounters I 
am reluctantly constrained .to ac- 
knowledge that I don’t like kraut very 
well, but that’s all I have against it. 

The first thing about cabbage that 
commends it.as a health food particu- 
larly efficacious for the prevention of 
pyorrhea and tooth decay, is that it 
is rich in calcium (lime). 
is one element in which there is a 
stortage it is clacium (lime) in the 
diet of the American city dweller who 
depends too much on tin cans for 
subsistence. Moreover, we know that 
a calcium deficiency is concerned in 
the development of poor teeth and gin- 
givitis or pyorrhea. 

Cabbage is not nearly so rich in cal- 


‘}cium as cauliflower is, but cauliflow- 


ers cost almost as much as orchids, 
and besides most people tire of cauli- 
flower more quickly than they do of 
cabbage. - Raw cauliflower isn’t so at- 
tractive as raw cabbage to the average 
taste. Raw cabbage probably retains 
a kind of ferment that resembles the 
pepsin of the gastric juice; cooking 
destroys this ferment. But cooking 
does also destroy the valuable vitamin 
© in cabbage, the vitamin that pre- 
vents scurvy, and for this reason I 
commend this way of prepai:ag cab- 
hage, if you. simply will not take it 
raw: 

Heat up some butter in a kettle. 
When it is piping hot put in the cab- 
bage, cut up into small pieces, clap 
on a tight cover and cook over a slow 
fire for 10 to 15 minutes only. The 
shorter the cooking’ the: more of the 
antiscorbutie vitamin retained. Cab- 
bage prepared in this way is quite 


palatable. 


This antiscorbutic witamin C is not 
the only vitamin in cabbage. There 
is considerable vitamin D present also, 
and this vitamin is probably more es- 
sential for normal growth and devel- 


opment (nutrition) of the teeth than}' 


vitamin C is: moreover vitamin D 
is less affected by cooking, though it 
loses its potency on long storage. 
When we attempt thus to speak defi- 
nitely about vitamins and their char- 
acteristics it should .be remembered 


| that all vitamins are merely hypothet- 
‘jeal substances—no one has as yet 


identified a vitamin physically or 
ehemicatly.

A 
teacher who gets hold of a student 
who has ambition to spend has an 
easy task. boy who meets a prim-

ship.. A daughter with love to spend 
for her mother makes home life easy 
for that mother. In this group it’s the 
buyers.who must be careful. Gullibili- 
ty is their weakness. 

Fourthly, come those not unwilling 
to buy. But they lack pep. They 
have no felt need of the goods you 
would ‘sell and no particular love of 
spending anything. We call them in- 
different to education. If they ham- 
mer too hard, the pupils disappear. If 
a mother has-a child who lacks pep 
for play or study or affection she must 
seek to interest him without annoying 
or else he will slide from under. Boys 
write telling me that certain girls seen 
indifferent and that no amount vi icas- 
ing, pursuing seem to make a dent in 
their affections.

If you. think. you're getting eggs 
cheaply—weigh them! 

Assorted reactions were felt in At- 
lanta Monday when efgs were placed 
on sale at retail’ prices ranging around 
the 25-cent mark. Housewives, frugal 
beings, were delighted in no uncertain 
terms for it was the lowest price on 
eggs in years. Produce men were mo- 
mentarily mystified—principally _ be- 
cause good eggs were being sold in 
car lots by producers to jobbers at 
figures coming right around the same 
price, 

.The answer was found at the de- 
partment of agriculture Monday when 
it was Jearned that this is the first 
evident result of the new scale of 
standardized grading effected during 
Jannary in Georgia. 

It all comes down to this—eggs 
that weigh less than an ounce each, 
aggregating about 22 ounces to the 
dozen, are classified in such a manner 
that they compare to the cull classi- 
fication of oranges. Not that the eggs 
are not fresh—each is just as fresh 
as the next one, but because of their 
inferior weight they are out of the 
classification of the better grade eggs. 

Now, eggs weighing’ one ounce or 
over ¢ome into the select variety. 
The price on them is about 35 cents 
per dozen, 19 cents higher than their 
smaller brothers and sisters per dozen, 


charge of the poultry marketing done 
by the Kampers stores. 

His point is precisely that the eggs 
at 25. cents per dozen are not any 
worse for eating qualities than the 
eggs at 35 cents, It is just that, egg 
for egg and ounce. for ounce, the 
consumer doesn’t save a thing by buy- 
ing 25-cent eggs that weigh less than 
35-cent eggs. 

Egg production and sale has ad- 
vanced into one of Georgia’s larger 
sources of farm revenne, The first 
egg car to be: run in the history of 
the state moves today from Lavonia 
to Athens, picking up standard graded 
eggs at shipffing points on the route. 
The car has been sold, that is the 
farmers have already sold the eggs 
that will go into it, and at the aver- 
age price of 24 cents per dozen. This 
is, of course, to the jobber, who must 
get his profit by selling them to the 
retailer, who in turn must get his 
profit, eventually placing the eggs 
on sale at about 35 cents per dozen. 

It is estimated at the state depart- 
ment of agriculture that $22,000,000 
worth of eggs are eaten annually in 
Georgia. The state produces $15,- 
000,000 worth of these, leaving about 
$7,000.000 that Georgians pay to 
farmers in other states for eggs ench 


year.

Attacks I. C. C. Ruling. 

Attacking the ruling of the inter- 
state commerce commission, Mr. Bew- 
ley termed it “one of eminent unfair- 
ness. .In fact, it seems that the deci- 
sion could not have dorie more for 
the railroads had it been written by 
their own attorneys.” 

In & decision handed down about a 
month ago, the interstate commerce 
commission established a new line 
of freight rates, bringing to an end 
a four-year fight by the growers for 
relief from high tariff. .

Rates 
to some points were reduced. but the 
weight of all baskets and crates Was 
increased. . In this manner, the same 
number of crates could be: packed into 
a car, but being heavier they would 
contain more: peaches. The tncrease 
in ‘weights offset such decreases in 
rates as was granted, that instead of 
producing a reduction in. carrying 
charges if brought about an increase. 

Determined Fight Launched. 


A determined fight has been launch- 
ed on this decision. Mr. Bewley 
with Eugene Talmadge, commissioner 
of agriculture, and a number of the 
more prominent peach growers re- 
cently returned from a trip to Wash- 
ington.

DIET AND HEALTH 


BY LULU HUNT PETERS, M BD. 


LIVER TREATMENT OF 
PERNICIOUS ANEMIA. 

A .short time ago I ran_ several 
articles on the liver treatment of- per- 
nicious anemia. I was surprised toe 
find how much interest these articles 
created. I have had many letters ask- 
ing me to write again on the subject. 

It was the work of Robbins and 
Whipple, who first - discovered that 
liver had a regenerating effect on the 
blood. How did they discover it? 
Through our good friend, the dog. A 
few dogs that had been made anemic 
—such a crime!—were fed liver in 
large amounts. The animals that sup- 
plied the liver had to be killed. That’s 
all right, because they served man- 
kind food. Well, these few dogs that 
were made anemic for a short time 
also served mankind and served right 
well, for it is to them that thousands 
of pernicious anemia patients owe 
their good health and their lives today, 
For Doctors Murphy and Minot took 
up the ideas of Robbins and Whipple 
and began treating their human pa- 
tients with the liver diet. This treat- 
ment was so effective that it is in 
general use now. 

It is not yet fully known what sub- 
stance in the liver is the regenerating 
agent.

Equal distribution of stations, equal 


distribution of wave lengths and equal distribution of power for the five 


zones in the United States! 
This clause reads: 


“The licensing authority shall make an equal 


allocation to each of the five zones established in section two of this act, 
of broadcasting licenses, of wave lengths and of station power, and within 
each zone shall make a fair and equitable allocation among the different 
States thereof in proportion to population and power.” 


The southern zone, including At- 
lanta, is zone three. This zone has 


been least represented in wave 
lengths, power and stations. This 
bill was argued strongly on the rights 
of these southern states to have an 
equal share of the air. State's rights 
played an oratorical part in the house 
fight, which aroused .as much inter- 
est as any piece of legislation this 
session, 
Goes to Senate. 


The bill now goes to the senate, 
from which body it originated, for ac- 
tion. The senate bill did not con- 
tain the equal distribution clause. 
The house left out a section of the 
senate bill in its entirety, a clause 
which perpetuated the federal radio 
commissioners in office until Febru- 
ary 23, 1929, and _ regulated their 
terms of office thereafter. 

The senate will now consider the 
bill. Another fight on the distribu- 
tion clause will come. 
bill pass the senate and be signed by 
the president, what will be the re- 
sults? Failure to pass the bill by 
congress and approval of the bill by 
the chief executive will end the power 
of the radio commission making it 
an appellate body only, with the sec- 
retary of commerce again the regula- 
tory office. 

Should the bill’ become law the 
equal distribution clause will result in 
the immediate reallocating of practi- 
cally every wave length, the whole- 
sale reduction of power in the heavily 
station-populated areas, the increase 
of power in the southern zone for its 
stations and the eliminating from the 
air of many of the high-powered sta- 
tions in the New York, New Jersey, 
Chicago and California areas, 


Good and Evil. 


With summer coming on we radio 
listeners may find few stations with- 
in our receiver gone. Then again, 
with no interference, we may get 
more than ever. Our nightly radio- 
ing of the air waves will be clear 
and minus heterodynes, those squeals 
which make us tear our hair—but we 
may find that-we have few stations 
to choose from, that many, many of 
of those broadcasters which we have 


in. 
We can only theorize. Simply be- 
cause we don’t know what the federal 
radio commission will do should the 
bill become law. We don't know how 
they will carry out the provisions of 
the act. 

Rightly handled we will find inter- 
ference banned. Wrongly utilized we 
will still have more than our sbare 
of radio ills to bear. We must await 
the result, should the senate pass 
this house equal distribution clause.

New York, March 12.—Paradoxical 
as it may seem, the fullness of last 
week's market for cotton futures was 
its outstanding feature. But it is not 


surprising that cotton futures should 
have ceased to interest the public, for 
every man’s hand seems to against 
them. No less than four bills for the 
refo of the cotton exchange have 
been introduced into congress. They 
include the Rankin bil), the Vinson 
bill, the gpd igor bill and Caraway 
bill. Each of these measures = con- 
tains one or more provisions that 
would put an end to the present sys- 
tem of trading in eotton futures, and 
until their fate is determined those 
who might be dis to buy or sell 
eontracts will probably remain aloof. 

Two separate committees are also 
investigating charges which allege 
manipulation of the cotton future 
market and the attention of the trade 
has been distracted by these proceed- 
ings. Jt is too early to predict what 
will happen to the bills that have been 
introduced or what will be the result 
of the ‘nvestigations that are in 
progress, but the history of tue past

very constructive will be accomplished. 

During the past 40 or 50 years 
numerous proposals that were designed 
to correct alleged abuses in the cotton 
trade have been before congress. Some 
of them have appeared to he perilously 
near adoption. But the United States 
cotton futures act, commonly known as 


the Lever hill. is the only really im- | 
portant measure that has been enact-| 


ed, and its value to consumers and 
producers as well as to those who 
trade in cotton is now generally ad- 
mitted. 

Predictions that congress intends to

Montreal, March 12.—“E have 
heard the confession of Doris, and I 
believe that this child is innocent of 
murder. If she must go to the scaf- 
fold, all I can do is to pray that the 
good God will give an old man like 
myself the strength to climb the steps 
of the gallows witb her.” 

So Perre Brault, Catholic chaplain 
‘of the nun-guarded prison, where 
Doris Palmer McDonald, 21-year-old 
American girl, now waits Canada’s 
hanging noose, declared in his talk 
with J. A. LeGault,. crown attorney 
appointed to defend the accused 


couple. 
LeGault reiterated that Doris had 


repudiated the title of husband, 
claimed by George McDonald, the for- 
mer New York confidence man, who 
is under sentence to die wifh her on 
the gallows of Valley Field prison, at 
dawn, March 23. 

“I sad to over and over again: 
‘Tell me the truth, Doris.’ This man, 
who has tried to sacrifice you isn't 
your husband; you never actually 
married him did you?” LeGault 
told this writer, “and each time Doris 
admitted they had only been living to- 
gether, but said she had stuck to her 
story of being his wife because she 
thought it might help McDonald in the 
trial. 

Efforts of those, who are trying to 
save the former Mount Vernon, N. 
Y., flapper and her discarded lover 
from paying the death penalty, has cen- 
tered in LaChine, Quebec, the birth 
place of their victim, Adelard Bou- 
chard, French-Canadian taxi driver 
and garage owner, shot down last 
July, when the American couple were 
about to cross the border into New 
York. 

Members of parliament from _ the 
Canadian district where Bouchard 
lived, have been approached by Ameri- 
cans interested in the fate of the ti- 
tian-haired ex-college girl, who once 
danced in second-class Broadway caba- 
rets.

“T don’t expect to save McDonald,” 
LeGault declared, “but I know the 
‘girl is innocent. I- defended both in 
the trial. My duty ended when the 
jury brought in its verdict. Now 
can tell all and ask simple justice, 
which means that Doris be spared. 
Simple justice also means that Mc- 
Denald should' hang, and that the 
duped little girl should go free. She 
is innocent and tried to prevent the 
crime, and, because she loved a worth- 
less rotter, tried to take the whole 
blame on her own shoulders.”
